DOVLESTOWH. 


The County Auditors have finished their 


work on the county statement, and have 
>lso audited the accounts of the Almshouse. 
1'Le Auditors found the total balance due 
he county to be $79,880.43. 
Of this sum, 


529,688.97 was for e. time in the possession 
of the State, but was returned very prompt- 
y, the money reaching here Saturday, after 
laviug been in Humsburg siuco December 
18. 
The Alaishouse statement submitted to 


he Auditors seta forth" among other items of 
ulere.it that the institution this year has a 
debt of $1196.93, wheieos the debt last year 
was $2248 78, a deciease of one-half. 
The 


couni,y appropriation to the Aloishouse was 


14,600. The total leceipts for the past year 


amounted to $18,635.18, and the total of all 
he b:lls passed by the Buurd was $19,- 
831.96. The Steward's sales of produce for 
he year amounted to $3876.16. The largest 
tern of expense was the Children's Aid tio- 
ciety bills, which amounted to about $2600. 
L'hese matters iu relation to the Altnshuuse 
suggest that the present Steward and Matron 
ot that institution, Mr. and Mra Edward M. 
3uutiug, have beeL the recipients of a great 
many compliments lately regarding their 
iriauugemeut of affuiis. 
The court's Board 


of Visitors spoke very highly of the Steward 
and Matron iu their report recently filed, 
and now comes the report of the Local Board 


of Visitors of the State Board 01 Charities, 
which is equally commendatory. 
There is 


no doubt but that Steward Bunting has made 
au excellent record not only in the manage- 
ment of the inmates and care of the build- 
ings, but in the care of the farm, which is a 
very important part of the Steward's duties. 
Vlr. Bunting has recently performed a valu- 
able service in digging a large well upon the 
premises, which, it is believed, will solve the 
water problem, which has been such a seri- 
ous matter iu times of prolonged drouth. 
The Steward utilized principally such labor 
as he could command on the premises, aad 
thus far the well has cost the county less 
than $126. If the present flow of water con- 
tinues the solution of Ike problem will have 
been a very cheap one. 


The annual banquet of the Bucks County

Johnson had one of the same type and 
was so blear eyed that his expression was 
one of extremedullncss. Voltaire's mighty 
intellect was masked behind a face that 
was almost repulsive. His nose and chin 
nearly met, his cheeks were hollow and 
wrinkled, and his eyes were curtained by 
a pair of beetling brows. 


Hume, the famous English historian,

met them. But for that fact they could 
not have been successful swindlers.

science. It is a rery risky thing to judge 
men by their faces.—New York Journal.

peculiar method of curing beef, which 
was termed "buchanmng." There was a 
regular trade between the native coast 
tribes of America and those of the inte- 
rior in desiccated oysters, clams and oth- 
er shellfish. Savages and barbarians of 
all countries have had similar customs, 
and some still maintain them. The gen- 
eral fashion in our rural regions of dry- 
ing apples, peaches and other fruits is fa- 
miliar, as well as the smoking of bacon 
and hams, the pickling of meats and the 
salting and smoking of fish. A method of 
preserving vegetables that has long been 
extensively used in .America is by boiling 
them for a proper time and transferring 
them to cans or bottles nnd sealing im- 
mediately. 


But the method of sealing cooked pro- 


visions in airtight metallic cases, which 
is now so largely in vogue, is of compara- 
tively recent invention. In 1810 Augus- 
tus de Heine took out a patent in Great 
Britain for preserving food in tin and 
other metal cases by simply exhausting 
the air by means of nn air pump, but it 
was unsuccessful. It was followed by n 
number of other eftorts by various per- 
sons, all of which were more or k^s fail- 
ures, until Wertheuner's patents, which 
were three in number, from 1839 to 1841. 
By his plan the provisions of whatever 
kind are put into metal cases and closely 
packed and the interstices Bllcd in with 
water or other appropriate liquid, such 
as gravy in the case of flesh food. The 
lids are then soldered on very securely. 
Two small perforations uie made in each 
lid and the cases set in a water bath in 
which muriate of lime is dissolved. Then 
heat is applied until the whole boils and 
the air is expelled through the small 
openings in the lids of the cases. When 
this is complete, the small holes are 
quickly soldered up.—Self Culture.
